the charges against John R. Walsh. It was 
made known that all of the so-called “‘ memo- 
randum "’ notes which it is said he used to 
deceive the national bank examiners, while 
they bear many different names, were signed 
by one man, an aseistant or employé of the 
banker's. 

He is known to the federal attorneys, but 
it is felt that there is slight bility of his 
arrest, as it is held that he siniply was act- 
ing under orders. 

Ever since the arrest of Mr. Walsh, the 
publication of the complaint against him, 
and the repeated statement: that “ miemo- 
randum ” notes played a part fn the alleged * 
falsification of his report to the controller 
of the currency, there have sprung up many 
stories of further arrests and complicated 
statements of causes for them. The cause 
for ‘the principal's detention and exact steps 
of the method which led to his downfall have 
remained unexplained with a consequent 
general ignorance as to the status of his case. 


Charge Made in Complaint. 


The individual offense upon which Assistant 
Attorney General Oliver E. Pagin based his 
bill of complaint, the alleged misstatement of 
the personal Habilities of the officers and 4i- 
rectors of the Chicago National, is clearly set 
forth in the report itself. In the upper left 
hand corner of the inner page of the report 
the folowing statements were set forth:

The government alleged upon the findings 
of National Bank Examiner Charles H, Bos- 
worth and of Arthur L. Currey, a bank lawyer 
employed by the controller: of the currency 
to make a special examination, that these 
figures were incorrect and untrue in that 
about $3,000,000 of the latter item should have 
been included in the former. The second 
charge, that he misapplied bank of 
that amount to his-own use brought 
allegation that he stated that the money wes 
loaned to ouside parties, while-in. reality | 
was loaned to himself, the president. 


Mystery in “Memorandum” Notes. 


Just how he did this has been concealedin a 
half-way explanation that he employed 
“ combination "* and “‘ memorandum ” notes, 
The use of these terms was deceiving in that 
while it was generally supposed that all 
bankers could understand the terms, they 
confessed that they could not satisfy them- 
selves as to the alleged dishonest methods 
employed by Mr. Walsh. The terms are new 
and practically unknown é¢xcépt in a tech- 
nical and colloquial way, and the phrasing of 
** combination ” note is seldom used except in 
identification of “‘ two name ” paper, that is, 
bearing the names of a signer and an in- 
dorser. 

A La Salle street banker yesterday, when 
pushed for a definition of a * memorandum ” 
note, said that ft could be most easily ex- 
plained by an illustration. 

“ It is a tentative, temporary note, to which 
the name of the man who secured thé loan 
is signed by some second party and is to be 
replaced at the earliest opportunity by a 
bona fide note. The words ‘memorandum 
note’ are written under the signature in 
token that it is not claimed as the signature 
of the man whose name is written there, and 
from this circumstance the name is derived, 


How System Is Used. 


**‘ Now, for example, suppose that a man 
has a certain amount in the bank, and sees 
a possibility that he may be in the immediate 
need of more funds, but does not wish for a 
loan until he finds that it is necessary. For 
clearness, let us suppose that he is going 
to New York to close a deal for which his 
present bank account does not hold sufficient 
funds. 

‘‘He may go to the president of the bank 
and deposit with him securities which are 
to be used as the collateral for a loan if he 
overdraws his present account. In New 
York he closes the deal, draws a big draft, 
it comes to the bank, and if there are not 
sufficient funds to his account to cover it, 
the president takes his securities, makes out 
a note, signs the customer’s name to it, 
makes the loan on it, and places it to the 
customer’s credit... The note 
‘Memorandum note’ under the signature. 
When he returns to the city he gives a note 
with his own signature to replace it.’”’ 

The Walsh method did not contemplate any 
such conservative plan. It began several 
years ago. He could not loan himself any 
more money without the notice of the bank 
examiners. He securjties of his sev- 
eral companies, es ally the Southern In- 
diana railroad. He set aside a little bunch 
of these, made out a memorandum note, had 
an assistant sign it with some other name 
than his own, discounted it, and turned the | 
money into the improvement funds of his 


companies. 
» - Twenty-nine Notes Issued, 


Twenty-nine times, it is said, he has done 
this. At least that number of memorandum 
notes for $92,000 each, aggregating $2,668,000, 
were found among the bank securities. The 
names upon them are different, but they, 
are in the handwriting of one man. 

The names are not those of hank em- 
ployés, but are said to be those of railroad 
clerks. The writing is said ‘to be not: that 
of Fred M. Blount or his son, John vw. 
Blount, as has been reported, but of one of 
Walsh's own assistants in the bank. :

A fire

Marzewski was taken to the People’s hos-. 
pital. Although unable to talk coherently, 
the police learned from him that he had

GBN.J.M. SCHOFIELD DEAD 


FORMER HEAD OF ARMY SsuUOC- 
CUMBS AT ST. AUGUSTINE. 


Cerebral Hemorrhage Cause of Demise 
—One of Last Surviving Army Com- 
mander of Civil War-—-Entered Vol- 
wanteer Service on Outbreak of Hos- 
tilities in 1861—Relieved Sheridan 
at Chicago, Became Lieutenant Gen- 
eral Before Retirement in 1895. 


St. Augustine, Fla., March 4.—Lieut. Gen. 

John M. Schofield, U. 8. A.. retired, former 
head of the army, died at 8:20 o'clock to- 
night. He was attacked this morning with 
cerebral hemorrhage. His wife and young 
daughter were with him. 
He was born in New Yorkeeventy-four years 
ago. His father, a clergyman, removed to 
Illinois when his son was 12 years old, and 
John went to West Point as a cadet from 
Freeport, Stephenson county. He graduated 
from West Point in 1853, standing seventh in 
the class, which included among its members 
Gens. McPherson, Sheridan, Sill, Terrill, R. 
O. Tyler ,and the confederate Hood. 


Entered Volunteer Service. 
When the war broke out he was serving as 
professor of iphysics at Washington univer- 
sity, St. Louis, after many years of service in 
the south. He promptly entered the volun- 
teer service of Missouri, and in November, 
1861, he was appointed brigadier general of 
volunteers. For several months in 1862 he 
commanded the district of the Missouri. 

In the early part of the next year he organ- 
ized and commanded the army of the Fron- 
tier, which saw hard fighting in Missouri and 
Arkansas. He went back again in 1863 to the 
commanéd of the department of the Missourt- 
which he retained upntil Jan. 31, 1864. On 
that date he was assigned at.the request of 
Gen. Grant to the command of the depart- 
ment and army of the Ohio, forming the left 
wing of Gen. Sherman’s army in Georgia. In 
October of that year he commanded the 
troops opposed to Gen. Hood’s army in Ten- 
nessee. In April, 1865, Gen. Schofield re- 
ceived the surrender of Gen. Johnston's 
army. 

Relieved Sheridan at Chicago. 
During President Johnson's administration 
he was secretary of war from June, 1868, to 
March, 1869, then taking command. of the 
department of the Missouri with the rank of 
major general. He heid this for one year, 
with headquarters et St. Louis, when he 
was transferred to the command of the 
department of the Pacific with headquar- 
tera at San Francieco, Cal. Im the year 
1876 he became superintendent of the West 
Point Military academy. In 1881 he was 
assigned to the command of the department 
of the gulf, where he remained but three 
months. In 1882 he returned to the Pacific de- 
partment, remaining there until ordered to 
Chicago to relieve Gen, Sheridan, in command 
of the department of the Missouri. 

He was made lieutenant general just before 
his retirement in 1895. 


DEATH OF LEV! C. MERRICK. 


Old Resident of Chicago and Former 
Tobacco Merchant Expires at 
Advanced Age. 


Levi C. Merrick, for many years a resident 
of Chicago and a retired member of the finm 
of Spaulding & Merrick, tobacco manufac- 
turers, died of angina pectoris at his home, 
8741 -Grand boulevard, at 7:25 o'clock last 
evening after a three days’ illness. 

Mr. Merrick was born Sept. 7, 1836, in Hart- 
land, Me. When a boy he went to Milwaukee 
with his father, L. J. Merrick, who was one 
of the earliest settlers of that city. 

At an early age he engaged in business in 
Milwaukeé and in 1865, together with Samuel 
Spaulding, moved to Chicago, where the two 
engaged in the business of manufacturing 
tobacco. He retired in 1904. In 1860 Mr. Mer- 
rick married Miss Laura Talmadge of Mil- 
waukee, who died May 3, 18798. He is sur- 
vived by a daughter, two brothers, and two 
aisters.

Justice Gaynor said his own idea was that 
the government should appoint a general 
freight agent for every railroad in the coun- 
try, and in that way see that no discrimina- 
tion whatever was given in freight rates.

“One 
ounce of executive prevention,” he said, *‘ is 
worth a pound of cure.

WAR FEVER RULES FORT. 


SOLDIERS EAGER FOR CAMPAIGN 
AGAINST CHINA. 


All the 1,200 Enlisted Men at North 
Shore Military Post Anxious to Win 
Martial Honors in the Orient, and 
Write Home Telling Relatives They 
May Go “to the Front ’’—Hopes and 
Rumors of Summer Marches and 
Maneuvers. 


Wear fever has broken out at Fort Sheridan. 
Practically all of the 1,200 enlisted men there 
have got a touch oftheinfection. They have 
been stirred by. the reports of a possible clash 
with China.and they are ready to go to the 
orient and win martial honors. 

The postoffice at the fort reveals the symp- 
toms of the fever. One of the postal clerks 
said yesterday that never before have there 
been so many letters sent to mothers, girls, 
and friends at home by the soldiers as with- 
in the last few weeks. Telegrams also have 
been rushed to the parents of the boys, in- 
forming them that ‘‘ we may have to go to 
war at any time, so do not be alarmed.” 

One soldier wrote home: “ I’m ready to 
die for my country.” Another wrote to the 
young woman he is engaged to: “ We will 
put off our marriage until we whip China.” 

. Hope for Summer Outings. 

Next to a foreign campaign, the soldiers 
hope for some long marches and maneuvers. 
They feel they must have some outlet for the 
restlessness that possesses them. The two 
batteries of artillery at the fort have been 
reported to be getting ready to march to so 
many different places that it is difficult even 
to surmise in which direction or where they 
mie remarks of Fort Sheridan artillery 
officers indicate that they will go to Camp 
Douglas, Wis., a distance of 200 miles. This 
trip has been made before by the Twenty-first 
battery and is a pleasant and educative jour- 
ney for the soldiery engaged. . 

It has been rumored that a 1,500 mile march 
would be taken to Fort Myer, Va., which is 
just across the Potomac river from the na- 
tional capital, but Capt. L. G. Berry says 
tnis is hardly probable. Last summer was 
spent at Fort Sill, Okla. 


Fort Sill again may be ne of big 
army maneuvers this su , since con- 
gress only a few days since appropriated 
money for the purchase of 30,000 acres of 


land to enlarge that reservation, which is 
declared to be an ideal one. 

Another report coming from an artillery 
officer is that there is a possibility of holding 
maneuvers somewhere in Indiana, in which 
all we regulars of the department of the 
lakes and the militia of Ohio, Illinois, Wis- 
consin, and Indiana would participate. The 
Twenty-seventh infantry will go to Alaska, 
by still another rumor. 


Department Gets Facts. 

A fact that has appealed to the soldiers and 
aroused their hopes for some change from the 
routine of post life is that, recently the war 
department demanded a recapitulation of the 
field equipments of the Fort Sheridan troops, 
asking a complete and defailed report of how 
the men are equipped to go into the fleld on 
the shortest notification. 

At the fort there are stationed one regiment 
of infantry—the Twenty-seventh—and two 
batteries of artillery—the Twenty-first and 
Fourteenth. All. are equipped fully. Nearly 
every organization has its full quota of men 
and those that are not complete are being 
filled out with recruits daily. 


DOWAGER EMPRESS NOT DEAD.

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FRANCE THINKS CASE WON 


NATION CHEERED BY VOTE ON MO- 
ROCCO PROCEDURE. 


Press of Paris Recognises Action Is 
Not Necessarily Decisive, but with 
Only Germany, Austria, .and Moor 
Voting in Negative, It Is Inter- 
preted as Pointing to Victory on 
Main Points of Controversy—Pow- 
ers Give Kaiser Hint. 


PARIS, March 4.—The voting at Algeciras 
Saturday on the proposition of Sir Arthur 
Nicolson, chief of the British delegation, to 
proceed to the immediate discussion of the 
Moroccan police question, gives great satis- 
faction here, chiefly because France has 
ranged with her a large majority of the pow- 
ers, while Germany is among the small mi- 
nority,. : 

Public,tension wae such over the Franco- 
German controvérsy that the yote was wel- 
comed Both as & succéss and as showing that 
France was able to count upon thé almost 
unbroken support of Europe. Freneh offi- 
clals have claimed for some time that if « 
vote were possible it would give France a 
sweeping majority. 


Action Amounts to Vote. 


It appeare that yesterday's division did not 
produce a recorded vote, yet the powers 
aligned themselves with sufficient precision 
to amount to a vote. All the French journals 
give the division in the form of a vote, the 
eight voting in the affirmative being France, 
Great Britain, Russia, Spain, Portugal, the 
United States, Italy, and Holland; and the 
negative three being Germany, Austria, and 
Morocco. The officials even had considered 
Austria as doubtful, and had Austria bal- 
loted in the affirmative the entire vote of 
Europe and America would have been ranged 
on the side of France. 

The semi-official Temps seems to accept the 
decision of the conference as a vote in favor 
of France’s proposals, saying: 

“ The vote, though referring to a question 
of procedure, is valuable to us from more 
than one viewpoint. Not only have Great 
Britain, Spain, Russia, and the United States 
clearly adhered to our ideas, which was fore- 
seen, but Italy, Belgium, Portugal, and Hol- 
land unhesitatingly gave their loyalty to our 
proposition.”’ 


Alignment Gives France Hope. 


The Temps correspondent at Algeciras, 
however, points out that ‘“‘the vote refers 
merely to procedure, signifying the desire 
of the conference to attain a result. At the 
same time the character and import of the 
action of the delegates with reference to 
procedure should not be minimized.” 

The result also affects the diplomatit status 
of the controversy. Germany wants to set- 
tle the bank question before that of the po- 
lice, but France does not wish to grant con- 
cessions on the bank until she is sure that 
Germany will make a reciprocal move con- 
cerning the police. Therefore, the decision 
of the conference to consider the police ques- 
tion requires that Germany shall say wheth- 
er she is or is not prepared to change her 
attitude relative to the police, Germany's 
answer will thus determine whether France 
will yield on the bank question. The indi- 
cations are that if Germany refuses to give 
way on the police France will not yield on 
the bank, thus accentuating the former dead- 
lock by carrying it into the open conference

Forty Revolutions in Eighty Years. 

Uruguay has passed through forty revo- 
lutions im ithe eighty years of its independ- 
ence, The republic for many decades has 
been ruled alternately by one of two hostile 
factiona, the “ Colorados”"’: (reds) or the 
Blancos (whites). There is no political issue 
between them—no dispute over questions of 
national Of internal policy. Their only quar- 
rel is over possession of the government and 
the control of the offices. Neither party 
has any platform. Each party wants power 
for the money there is in it. 

The Colgrados or reds have been in power 
—that is, they have held the offices—for more 
than forty years, during which time they 
have had to wage almost constant war with 
the Blancos, or whites. 


Bought the Presidency. ‘ 
President Batlle Ordonez was elected on 
Feb. 28, 1008, for the term of four years, under 
circumstances which led to civil war. In 
Uruguay the president is elected by the depu- 
ties and senators of. congress sitting as an 
electoral college. In 1903 there was a faction- 
al fight among the reds which caused a dead- 
lock. The faction represented by Ordonez, 
however, bought six white votes and he was 
elected. Civil war followed, but after months 
of fighting the whites were defeated. 
Ordonez, before he became president, was 
the editor of El Dia, the official newspaper of 
the red party. Since his election he has beep 
compelled to live closely in his palace, fearing 
assassination.

iS HAMPERED BY PUBLIC. 


Miss Jane Addams Declares People Tol- 


on the Stage—Tells of Evils. 


“The enforcement of the child labor law 
and the movement to extend its provisions is 
much hampered by the support which the 
people give to the violators of the law as 
applied to children who work oh the stage,”’ 
said Miss Jane Addams yesterday in an ad- 


' Gress before the codperative class of Evans- 


ton on the subject: ‘“‘ Some Aspects of  uild 
Labor Under the Present Illinois Laws.’’ 

“ Because if touches certain sensibilities 
which give the hearers pleasure, the people 
leok with tolerant eyes upon the employment 
of children on the stage. If the people could 
only know the truth of the lives of these chik 
Gren of the stage they would not be so lenient 
with the violators of the law. 

“ Bighty-seven per cent of the children on 
the stage are furnished by the theatrical 
trust, and only in a few cases are they ac- 

companied by their parents. They live in an 
artificial life through all kinds of nervous 
excitement. 

“ Since the passage of the child labor law 
the attendance in schools in the seventh and 
eighth grades has more than doubled. This 
is due to the fact that the parents have come 
to realize that their children must be able to 
read and write before they can goto work.”’ 

In answer to a question as to whether the/ 
preventing of children from working did not 
often work hardships on widowed mothers, 
Miss Addams replied: 

“We have found that the little money 
which children under l« years of age can 
earn does not compensate for their loss of 
earning power when they arrive at an age 
when they are strong enough to work.”

None of the packers was willing wedholiay 
to be quoted on the question of pure food 
legislation on national lines, but the officia!

he believed he spoke for all of the Chicago 
packers. 

“ The great body of food manufacturerg in 
this country,” he said, “in my belief, are 
in favor of a national pure food law. This 
is certainly true of the packers, the miore 
reputaWle sauce and pickle manufacturers, 
and the wholesale grocers manufacturing 
their own brands of jams, canned vegetables, 
and similar products. 

“ All these interests, however, feel that no 
bill should be passed without great care and 
that, when a bill is passed, it should be defi- 
nite in its provisions. They also are united 
on the proposition that all information 
sible as to the use or misuse of preservatives 
should be obtained and considered by qpn- 
gress before the passage of any such bill. 


What England Has Done. 

“ There is now sitting a committee on food 

standards, appointéd by the secretary of agri- 
culture, and which will almost certainly |re- 
port to him within the next few months. 
It ig the business of this committee to/in- 
vestigate the vexed question of what is and 
what is not injurious in food. The only time 
that a country ever seriously attempted) to 
obtain this information before was when in 
1804 the British house of commons appointed 
a select committee to investigate these ques- 
tions. 
, “The result is a law which, for care in 
preparation at least, is without parallel) in 
the history of food legislation, It is surely 
unnecessary to say that the American peo- 
ple require as great care in the preparation 
of legislation affecting their interests as the 
people of any other country in the world.”’ 

In the United States there is ample means 
of discovering food frauds, but no way of 
preventing them in the absence of a ga- 
tional food law preveriting adulteration, 
This is the only civilized nation that haus no 
national food law.

The general labor policy which Canada 
is working out includes the requirement 
that standard conditions of employment 
shall be observed on all government work, 
whether performed by direct labor or by 
contract. In the case of contract work 
the advertisements for bids prescribe the 
Wages and hours to be observed. The 
Grand Trunk Pacific railway company, 
which is to build from. Winnipeg to the 
Pacific, has recently agreed, without ob- 
jection, that the ministry of labor shall 
prescribe the wages and hours to be ob- 
served in the execution of that work. It 
is hoped that labor disputes may thus be 
avoided in carrying out the undertaking. 


WANTED: THIRTY-SIX VOTES. 

The $1,000 saloon license needs the 
votes of thirty-six aldermen. When ‘the 
ordinance was up two and 4 haif weeks 
it, 
All of them should be at the council meet- 
ing tonight to vote for high license. No 
one of them should permit any private 
business, no matter how mrgent it may be, 
to keep him away. The public business 
which has to be acted on is too important 
to be neglected. As a majority of all the 
aldermen must be had, the sympathizer 
with high license who stays away contrib- 
utes as effectually to its defeat as the man 
who is present and votes against it. 
During the last fortnight public senti- 
ment has expressed itself with great force 
for the $1,000 license. One influential or- 
ganization after another has urged it upon 
the council and the mayor. The appeals 
to him have been fruitless. The subject 
is one concerning which he refuses to 
have an opinion. But it is to be hoped 
that some of the aldermen who have hith- 
erto been against the measure will see it 
as an unmistakable majority of the peo- 
ple of Chicago do and change their votes. 
Only a few recruits are needed. 
Much depends onthe action of the coun- 
cil tonight. If high license shall be de- 
feated the people of Chicago will have to 
go through the year without adequate po- 
lice protection. The robbers and burglars 
will hold carnival. It will continue to be 
unsafe for women to leave home without 


an escort. That is not a pleasing pros- 


pect, but it is in store for Chicago if the 
thirty-six needed votes cannot be had for 
the high license ordinance, 


MURAL PAINTING. 
For a long time the healthfulness of 


‘whitewashed’ walls bas been a hobby of 


some people. Now comes Dr. Cartaz of 
Paris with a report on investigations which 
have been going on in Europe into the bac- 
tericidal effects of mural painting. Many 
causes contribute to the result, such as con- 
ditions of light and ventilation, which are 
different in walls which have been painted 
and walls which have been papered, but the 
chief bactericidal agent seems to be the 
coloring matter or the derivatives of lead 
and zinc which form the bases. 

It has been found that in rooms painted 
with enameled porcelain colors the germs of 
cholera or of diphtheria die in four days, and 
the germ of typhoid fever and the microbe 


4 causing suppuration in éight days. With oil 
colors having white lead or the oxide of zinc | 


as a base the result ie just as certain, al- 
though slower. In the case of other prepa- 
rations for mural painting the result is still 
slower) but the bacilli which would live on 
for years in wall paper or cloth hangings 
have a comparatively short lease of life in 
rooms where the walls are painted with al- 
‘most any kind of paint. 

It opens a new field for the artist if it 
comes to be generally understood that for 
sanitary reasons walls should be painted 
rather than treatedin any other way. The 
iniereased demand for artistic treatment of 
walls will call more and more the graduates 
of art schools into this field. At presentthe 
art of wall decorationis rather a mechanical 
trade process, except for the homes of the 
wealthy. But when the man of moderate 
means understands that he is saving in doc- 


:tor’s bills by having his walls painted hecan 


afford to put a little more money in it and 
gratify his esthetic sense at the same time. 
The addition of years of earning power to a 
man’s life by having his home made germ 
proof will justify him in what he might 
otherwise think an extravagance. The de- 
velopment of taste for high class house deco- 
ration will proceed slowly, but reinforced 
by the advice of physicians the campaign 
against cheap and poisonous coverings for 
the walls will be more vigorous. 


TRANSPORTATION OF LIVE STOCK. 

A fedefal law requires that live stock in 
course of shipment shall be taken from the 
cars at least once every twenty-four hours 
for food, water, and rest. An attempt is 
being made to get congress to extend the 
‘period to thirty-six or forty hours, Some 
of the advocates’ of the proposed change 
pretend to favor it upon the ground of hu- 
manity, claiming that the abuses attending 
unloading and reloading cause the animals 
‘more suffering than would the longer con- 
tinuous haul. The real motive of the agita- 
tion is the desire of the railroads to get rid 
of some of the trouble and expense to which 
the law puts them. 

Humanity, the interests of shippers, and 
the welfare of consumers unite in demand- 
ing that the law shall not be amended in the 
way mentioned. EXven when the existing 
time limit is observed—and it often is not 
observed—the poor animals, hungry, thirsty, 
and scared, suffer intensely and an extension 
of the limit for several hours would greatly 
increase their misery. They always lose 
rapidly in weight on the way to market, to 
the cost of the shipper, and the longer they 
are kept continuously in the car the heavier 
is the shipper’s loss. The meat of an animal 
which but a few hours before being slaugh- 
tered was half dying of thirst and starvwa- 
tion cannot be healthy, and the more acute, 
protracted, and recent its agony has been 
the less wholesome its meat must be for 
those who eat it. 

The American Humane association, 
which is vigorously opposing extension of 
the time limit, urges instead the passage of 
a measure requiring live stock trains to be 
moved about twice-as fast as they are now. 
Such a law is desirable, It is asserted that 
stock trains generally make an average 
speed of only about ten miles an hour. If 
they were given the right of way over dead 
freight. and ran eighteen or twenty miles an 
hour they would cover at least 500 miles 
within the twenty-eight hour limit, instead | 
of little more than half that distance, as at 
present. Stock being on the road a shorter 
time would be caused less suffering, the 
losses to shippers from the Joss in weight of 
their animals would be reduced, and meats 
would be healthier and more nourishing. It

The passage of the bill would have been 
highly beneficial to the people of the Philip- 
pines.

Fili- 
pinos cannot increase their purch of 
American goods if American laws continue 
to prevent them from increasing their wjeane 
of buying. 

If the United States is to be a succevetul 
ruler of the Philippines congress willlhave 
to take a more enlightened course in the 
future than it havin the past. It will jhave 
to quit considering only the wishes of 4 few 
selfish interests and learn to deal belt by 
the Filipinos. .

The assertion of the publishers that Mr. 
Avery has had the assistance of a corps of 
specialists in the collection, collation, and 
preparation of the material can easily be 
believed, for it'ts almost beyond the power of 
one man, even in twenty years, to perform 
this great task alone. In many of the dis- 
puted points, especially those In the first two 
volumes, these specialists have sifted the 
questions until the ultimate truth wae de- 
termined beyond the slightest doubt. It is 
upon the residuum of these researches that 
Mr. Avery has reared the structure of his 
work. 

So far as the enterprise has gone praise 
must be given for the care taken in the prep- 
aration and presentation of this mass of 
material, and for the clear and interesting 
style of the author. Praise also is due tothe 
publishers for the really handsome manner 
in which they have printed and clothed the 
work. In typography and illustrations the 
highest degree of clarity has been attained 
and there is an artistic quality even in the 
numerous maps. 
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A book to be read in passing is “* THE 
FALL OF TSARDOM,” by Carl Joubert. 
Its title is misleading, and apparently was 
adopted for ite “ strikingness*’ rather than 
its accuracy: Mr. Joubert writes with ter- 
rible earnestness of conditions in Russia as 
affected by the extraordinary revulsion of 
feeling against the autocracy which set in 
after the humiliating reverses of the Russian 
army in Manchuria. The authors revela- 
tions of the corruption of the bureaucracy 
and the frightful helplessness, ignorance, 
and poverty of the Russian people may be 
accepted as true. We all believe it. His 
anathemas of the czar may not be accepted 
so readily. His whole book fs an argument 
rather than a history. Doubtless that was 
all that Mr. Joubert had in mind while writ- 
ing it.. He argues eloquently, however, and 
convincingly. We will all agres that Russia 
has the worst form of government of any 
civilized power, and it is easy to believe that 
a revolution is In progress which will sweep 
away the bureaucracy, set a limit to the 
power of autocracy, and make the czar the 
costitutional monarch the world believes he 
would like to be. And if the sympathy of 
nations will contribute to this happy result 
Mr. Joubert’s share in arousing that sym- 
pathy will be eT He is so terribly in 


earnest. 

“WILD JUSTICE” ig the title of a serice 
of stories of Samoa and the South seas by 
Lioyd Osbourne (Charles Scribner’s Sons). 
Mr. Osbourne ought to know Samoa well, 
and t.ese stories bear out the idea that he 
does. There is local color by the bucketful 
and plenty of pathos and humor tn these tales 
of the beach combers and natives.

“SEA POWER IN ITS} RELATIONS TO 
THE WAR OF 1812,” by Capt. A. T. Mahan 
(Little, Brown & Co.), differs from the pre- 
ceding volumes of the series, whose general 
theme is the influence of sea power upon 
history, in that the lesson is the negative one 
of the detrimental effect of a lack of prepara- 
tion for defense by sea. The author regrets 
that so much.attention hag been given to the 
brilliant qualities displayed in duels of single 
ships and so little to the mertifying condition 
to which parsimony had reduced the country 
at the time of the beginning of the war. He 
feels it his duty to point gut the application 

to the neede of 
the country today. If he has shown that the 
control of the sea is the deciding factor fm 
wars jin which the sea plays any part at all, 
he now shows that the inability to protect 
seamen or commerce or to’prevent the land- 
ing of hostile troops makes useless even the 
or daring or mee of individual ex- 
ploits. 

Capt. Mahan devotes ecneie 300 pages to the 
events which led up to the war and to the 
condition of the army and navy at the be- 
ginning of hostilities. There had been abun- 
dant reason for war long before it came. and, 
moreover, it might have been seen to be In- 
evitable, but the years were frittered away. 
Then “ having allowed to pass away, unre- 
sented and unimproved, years of insult, tn- 
jury, and opportunity, during which the 
gigantic power of Napoleon would have been 
a substantial, if inert, support to its own ef- 
forts at redress, it was the mishap of the 
United States government’to take up arms 
at the moment when the great burden which 
its enemy had been bearing for years was 
about to fall from his shoulders forever.” — 

Between 1801 and 1812, when every effort 
should have been made to; prepare for war 
the national debt was reduced from $80,- 
000,000 to $45,000,000, but the navy was not 
increased except by 200 small gumboats for 
coast defense, which were;so unseaworthy 
that they could not venture out of sight of 
land without putting the guns in the hold. 
The army was so small and inefficient that 
although there were in Canada in January, 
1812, less than 4,000 troope scattered from 
Quebec to Mackinac, yet the United States 
government was unable to invade Canada 
effectively and make that the scene of opera- 
tions. The $35,000,000 paid to bondholders 
might have been employed with greater real 
economy to the country. 

In discussing the war in detail Capt. Mahan 
gives his usual clear ané@ vivid picture of 
the march of events, but the value of this 
new history of the war of 1812 lies in the 
discussion of the blunders committed rather 
than in any attempt to rouse 
cital of victories.
